"No plans to go nuclear on the Isle of Grain," say bosses 


ENERGY giant E.ON has 
denied reports in a national 
paper that it plans to build 
two nuclear power stations 
on the Hoo peninsular. 

Company bosses reacted angrily to a 
report in The Times yesterday which 
said the German utility was looking at 
using its oil-fired power station on the 
Isle of Grain, and its coal-fired station 
at Kingsnorth, for new nuclear reac-

tors. The newspaper said E.ON 
favours the Isle of Grain as a “stronger 
candidate” for a nuclear plant because 
it lies on the coast and is “relatively 
far” from large population centres. 

It was also said to be considering 
Kingsnorth as a possible site due to 
the public outcry over plans to build 
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the UK’s first new coal-fired power 
plant for 20 years there. 

But a company spokesman yester¬ 
day dismissed the report, and told 
Yourmedway: “We have no plans 
whatsoever to build nuclear reactors 
on these sites.” 

He said E.ON was committed to 
building a new oil-fired power station 
on the Isle of Grain, on which work is 
under way, and a new generation coal-

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THE Conservative party 
has thrown its weight 
behind our hard-hitting 
clampdown on benefit 
cheats. 

Shadow work and pensions secre¬ 
tary Chris Grayling praised this 
paper’s “Your Money - Your Loss’ 
campaign, which aims to root out the 
fraudsters who con thousands of 
pounds from council coffers each 
year. 

Mr Grayling said: Yourmedway’s 
campaign is a really worthwhile ini¬ 
tiative which will help make a differ¬ 
ence in tackling benefit fraud across 
the county.” 

The Tory frontbencher’s comments 
come weeks after Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown gave his backing to 
the scheme. 

Mr Brown said: “Everyone who can 
work must be available for work. We 
will not tolerate people who are 
cheating the welfare system and tak¬ 
ing money away from people who 
really need it. 

“That is why I congratulate 
Yourmedway on its campaign to root 
out the benefit cheats. We now have 
one million fewer people on out-of- 
work benefits than in 1997. 

“But we need to go further now in 
training every person still on bene¬ 
fits for the jobs that are available, 
and working with employers to pro¬ 
vide more job opportunities for them. 

“But in return for these new oppor¬ 
tunities, there will be new responsi¬ 
bilities.” 
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Work and pensions minister James 
Plaskitt also backed the campaign, 
saying: “I am all in favour of papers 
such as Yourmedway getting 
involved in this. I think it helps get 
the message across to the small 
minority of people who think they 
can get away with fraud. 

“It gives the message to the rest of 
the community that it will not be tol¬ 
erated.” 

Mr Plaskitt said the Government’s 
fraud and error department had 
helped bring a record number of 
fraudsters to justice, resulting in a 
dramatic fall in the cost of benefit 
fraud. 

He said: “We are now catching a 
record number of people. Last year 
we successfully prosecuted 624 peo¬ 
ple in Kent. 

“Five years ago the total figure lost 
to the taxpayer was £2.3 billion. Last 
year that had dropped to £800 mil¬ 
lion.” 

Mr Grayling said Labour should be 
doing more to stem the tide of false 
payments. 

He said: “I am pleased that minis¬ 
ters have also endorsed 
Yourmedway’s campaign, but it is a 
bit rich coming from a Government 
that is allowing billions of pounds to 
be wasted as a result of fraud and 
payment errors each year.”

English Heritage’s Karen 
Richardson said: “Upnor Castle pro¬ 
tected our naval forces against inva¬ 
sion. After nearly 450 years it is time 
for us to repay that debt.” 

Rare Escort Mexico 
taken in garage raid 

A RARE car, which was being 
painstakingly rebuilt by its owners, 
has been stolen from a Chatham 
garage. 

The red Mk I Ford Escort Mexico, 
which has a four-inch black stripe 
down both sides, is one of only 500 
ever built. 

It was taken from a garage between 
Friday, April 18, and Tuesday, May 6, 
and it is believed a low-loader was 
used to transport the engineless car. 

Alleyway attack man 
left with broken jaw 

A MAN suffered a broken jaw after 
being set on by a gang of teenage 
thugs. 

The 37-year-old was attacked in an 
alleyway between Toronto Road and 
Sturdee Avenue, Gillingham, on 
Friday, May 9, at about 10pm. 

Five teenagers from Gillingham - two 
as young as 16 - were arrested in con¬ 
nection with the attack, but released 
on police bail pending further investi¬ 
gations.

Life ruined by drug 
smuggling attempt

A DRUGS mule arrested after try¬ 
ing to smuggle £175,000 worth of 
cocaine into the UK from Peru has 
spent six months in a hell-hole 
prison without a trial. 

Rachel Franklin, 20, originally from 
Chatham, has been locked away in the dingy 
jail since November 21, with only the most 
basic of facilities available to her. 

She faces up to 15 years in jail if found guilty 
of drug smuggling. 

A Foreign Office spokesman confirmed they 
were still in contact with government officials 
in Peru but a trial date had not yet been fixed. 

The troubled backpacker’s problems began 
when she was stopped by police at Lima’s Jorge 
Chavez Airport before boarding a flight to 
Madrid and then an onward flight to Gatwick 
Airport. 

Officers searched her and found 4.4 kilos of 
the class A’ drug in her Winnie the Pooh holdall 
bag. 

Jobless Franklin said she was promised 
£5,000 by way of payment on arrival in London. 

Speaking from her cell she said she “did too 
little too late” to back out of the foiled drug 
smuggling operation, after getting cold feet the 
day before her trip home. 

She said: “I had a holiday and was acting like 
a normal tourist until the last day when I was 
given drugs to bring back to England. 

“Being unemployed, obviously £5,000 is a lot, 
but at the last minute I decided I didn’t want to 
do it. 


“One of the blokes said I had to because the 
flights had been booked. 

“I feel guilty about not saying no straight 
away and getting tangled in all this mess. I’ve 
got three A levels and wanted to do things with 
my life and now that’s all just ruined.” 

Franklin said a Peruvian man and several 
Jamaican men were behind the plot. 

She said they told her “to just put the drugs 


in my suitcase and not to look paranoid”. 

Cocaine is an addictive drug which gives 
users a euphoric sense of happiness and 
increased energy. 

The class A drug is made from coca plants 
grown and processed in South America, partic¬ 
ularly in Colombia, Bolivia, Peru, and smuggled 
into the US and Europe, where it is sold at huge 
mark-ups.

fired plant at Kingsnorth. The 
plants at Grain and Kingsnorth 
are due to be replaced by 2010 
and 2013 respectively. 

A new, oil-fired combined heat 
and power plant is already under 
construction at Grain and a ‘clean 
coal’-fired plant is planned for 
Kingsnorth, pending approval. 

The spokesman stressed that 
E.ON had not submitted plan¬ 
ning applications for nuclear 
reactors at the sites. 

He said: “I cannot tell you what 
could happen in 20 or 30 years, 
but we have no plans whatsoever 
to build nuclear reactors on these 
sites at this time. 

“The oil and coal stations 
planned will produce power for 
all of Kent and part of London.” 

E.ON said last month that it 
wanted to build two new nuclear 
reactors in Britain using French 
technology, but is looking at using 
existing nuclear sites. 

A deadline for nominating pro¬ 
posed nuclear sites has been set 
for the autumn and public consul¬ 
tation will start next spring. 

Steve Dawe, of the Kent Green 
party, condemned any suggestion 
of nuclear development, adding: 
“E.ON does own the land at the 
Hoo sites and it would be much 
easier and cheaper for it to build 
there.” 


A SEX shop selling pornographic 
films, PVC lingerie and adult toys 
will open for business near a girls’ 
school after council chiefs approved 
the controversial application. 

The Pillow Talk store will move into 
a vacant property in the parade of 
shops in Rainham Road, Chatham - 
adjacent to Chatham Grammar 
School for Girls. 

Medway Council’s licensing team 
backed the adult chain’s application 
at a meeting on Monday night, 
despite dozens of objections from the 
school’s head teacher, shopkeepers 
and residents. 

One written complaint said: “These 
premises are barely 100 metres from 
the Ash Tree Lane pedestrian 
entrance to the school, on a route 
where a significant proportion of our 
girls walk past. 

“I feel this is an entirely inappropri¬ 
ate location for such an establish¬ 


ment and that parents and pupils 
will find it seedy and upsetting.” 

A damning circular stated that 
young schoolgirls would be “at great 
risk from paedophiles” while another 
letter of objection argued that the 
application would turn the area into 
another “red light district”. 

Pillow Talk owner Alan Butler dis¬ 
missed the objections and praised 
councillors for the handling of his 
application. 

Mr Butler, 60, said: “It’s great and 
I’m really pleased. I think it’s a very 
fair decision and I feel the council 
handled the meeting superbly. 

“There was a lot of protest before 
the meeting but only four people 
turned up to object. 

“The people who objected said they 
were worried about paedophiles, but 
sex shops don’t attract them as we 
don’t sell what they want. Schools are 
much more likely to attract them.”

Chatham South 
Medway College 
merger plan

PLANS to merge two schools into a 
state-of-the-art academy have 
been unveiled by Medway council. 

Education chiefs want to turn Chatham 
South School and Medway Community 
College into one school, opening across both 
sites in September 2010. 

The academy would move to MCC’s Magpie 
Hall Road premises in Chatham in 2012 or 
2013, after a new school development is built. 

The plans come just months after schools 
chiefs gave the go-ahead to merge Temple and 
Chapter schools in Strood. 

Children’s services boss Les Wicks said: “The 
scheme is a win-win situation for pupils and 
the community, who will benefit from a brand 
new school with vastly-enhanced facilities. 

“This proposal reflects the council’s policy to 
promote the very best facilities for all our 
pupils, both at secondary and primary level.” 

The proposal has been backed by both 
schools’ headteachers, despite Chatham South 
being judged as ‘good’ by Ofsted inspectors, 
popular with parents and always over-sub¬ 
scribed. 


Head Vincent O’Mara said: “The school has 
been growing in success over a number of 
years. 

“In 2007 we were one of the highest perform¬ 
ing high schools in Medway and achieved our 
best ever results: our performance is of high 
quality in all areas - academic success, music, 
art drama and sport. But we are not compla¬ 
cent and we continue to improve. 

‘We are very excited about being able to offer 
our successful brand of education in a newly 
built, state-of-the-art academy. 

“Current students and their families should 
not be afraid of the changes proposed because 
we will all remain focused on their progress 
and welfare, as well as planning for the excit¬ 
ing new academy.” 


MCC’s head Andrea Ferris added: “I offer my 
full support and belief in the academy as a 
wonderful opportunity for the young people of 
Chatham. 

“I believe there is the potential here to create 
an absolutely first class, innovative education¬ 
al environment, with clear paths to further 
and higher education.” 

Academies are funded directly by the gov¬ 
ernment and are normally independent of the 
local authority. 

However, Medway council is keen to be fully 
involved in the new development and propos¬ 
es to become a co-sponsor of the new school. 

The lead sponsor is the Church of England, 
and the other co-sponsor will be Canterbury 
Christchurch University.

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Dead building is being 
brought back to life 

SPECIALIST craftsmen have begun the 
painstaking task of restoring Cliffe’s Charnel 
House to its former glory. 

The skilled team has already re-pointed two 
of the walls of the grade two listed weather¬ 
beaten building and removed clay roof tiles to 
assess the timbers hidden beneath. 

The small Victorian property, which stands 
in the comer of St Helen’s Churchyard, is set 
to be officially opened to the public on 
Saturday, June 28, to coincide with the Cliffe 
village fair.

Suspected drug dealer 
arrested in police raid 

A GILLINGHAM man has been arrested on 
suspicion of supplying class A chugs in Kent. 

Aaron Manley, 21, of Woodlands Road, was 
one of 20 suspected drug dealers arrested by 
Kent police in dawn raids on properties across 
Dover last week. 

Manley and six others have been charged 
with supplying the drugs, eight more have 
been charged with conspiracy to supply, while 
the remaining five have been bailed pending 
further investigations. 

More than 200 police officers were involved 
in the early morning raids in which chugs, cash 
and vehicles were seized. 

Smile, you're on camera 
with the firefighters 

FIRE engines across Medway are being fitted 
with CCTV cameras in a bid to curb the num¬ 
ber of attacks on firefighters. 

North division operations manager 
Graham Gash said Medway crews had been 
the victims of five incidents of anti-social 
behaviour in the past 15 months. 

He said: “The cameras are there for a range 
of things. It can be used to detect people 
abusing crews or stealing from fire appli¬ 
ances. 

“And it has other roles such as training and 
assisting with fire investigations - as the 
scene will be captured on CCTV.”

A LAUNCH patrolling the coun¬ 
ty’s coast is Kent police’s newest 
weapon in the fight against crime 
and terrorism. 

The Alexandra III carries on a tradition 
started in 1830, when the force used rowing 
boats - but she is the first craft at the dis¬ 
posal of officers since 1995. 

She will be tackling illegal immigration, 
drug trafficking, people smuggling and 
terrorism. 

The 53-foot long vessel, which is capable of 
speeds up to 27 knots, was originally- 
designed as a prototype lifeboat but was 
modified for police work at a cost of 
£150,000. 

She has been partially funded by the rise in 
the police share of the council tax in 2007. 

Called a “floating police station” by Chief 
Constable Michael Fuller, she has a crew of 
three but can carry up to 16 - including 
firearms and other specialist teams. 

The boat will work alongside two existing 
high-speed rigid inflatable craft, which are 
used for intercept work. 

She has been called the Alexandra III as 
Kent police have already had an Alexandra 
I and II - named after the daughter of the 
late Duke and Duchess of Kent, who is also 
first cousin to the Queen. 

The boat will be based at Sheerness on the 
Isle of Sheppey, but her patrol area encom¬ 
passes the whole of the Kent coastline, 
which is the longest in England, stretching 
350 miles from Dartford to Dungeness and a 
major gateway to continental Europe.

Kent cops put in 
big overtime bill 

POLICE officers in Kent claimed more than 
£12.5 million in overtime last year, new 
figures show. 

The payments, made to constables and 
sergeants for working additional hours, was 
the seventh highest of all the 53 police forces 
in the UK. 

The overtime payments, uncovered by indus¬ 
try magazine Police Review in a Freedom of 
Information request, show more than half-a- 
billion pounds was paid to police officers in the 
UK last year. 

The biggest overtime payments went to offi¬ 
cers in the Met police, with the 31,000-strong 
force pocketing an extra £135.9m last year. 

Next was Strathclyde in Scotland, which 
covers Glasgow, with a £26. lm overtime bill, 
followed by Greater Manchester with £25.lm. 

West Midlands came fourth with £20m, 
Thames Valley was fifth with £15.7m, and just 
above Kent was Northamptonshire with £15m. 

The British Transport Police billed a total 
of £10.2m in overtime, with the smallest 
claims coming from Humberside police, where 
the additional hours bill came to just £1.6m. 

Forces in Gwent, the City of London, 
West Yorkshire and Central Scotland failed 
to provide information about overtime pay¬ 
ments, so the nationwide figure will be 
significantly higher. 

Julie Nesbit, chair of the Police Federation of 
England and Wales’ constables central com¬ 
mittee, said overtime is going up as forces are 
in desperate need of more officers. 

She said: “Forces across the UK are saying 
they will reduce the number of constables and 
the workload is definitely not being reduced, so 
overtime is the only answer.” 

It has been suggested that the Government 
could scrap police overtime and replace it with 
a higher basic wage. 

But a Home Office spokesman denied this.

AMBITIOUS plans for a new £75 
million campus have been 
unveiled by the University College 
for the Performing Arts. 

It wants to combine all the facilities it offers 
on a flagship site, which would also house an 
extended theatrical and musical centre. 

The college currently has campuses in 
Maidstone, Rochester and Canterbury. 

The exact location for the new campus has 
not been decided, but sites being considered 
include Medway and Swale, or developing the 
Oakwood Park campus in Maidstone, which 
will otherwise close. 

A UCA spokeswoman said: “At the moment 
we are keeping our options open. We have not 
ruled anywhere out - what we need is the 
best site possible so that we can bring all our 
courses and classes under one roof. 

“This would take place alongside our 
planned expansion into the performing arts. 
But it is a long-term project. We are talking 
about ten years or more. 

“We are looking in the Medway area and 
down the Thames further east. But we run a 
successful facility in Maidstone, so we are 
looking at how best to build on that.” 


At present the college - which specialises in 
subjects including art, design, media, commu¬ 
nications and architecture - has 6,500 stu¬ 
dents in 80 graduate and post-graduate 
courses at its Kent campuses and its two in 
Surrey. 

It plans to increase this figure to 9,000 and 
is working towards full university status - an 
upgrade from university college. 


Rector of the University College Professor 
Elaine Thomas said: ‘We have prided our¬ 
selves over the years in creating a specialist 
community where students can harness their 
creative talents. 

“As a sector the creative industries are 
growing at twice the rate of the UK economy 
and we need to ensure that we remain at the 
leading edge of our subjects.”

HOSPITAL board meetings need to focus more 
on patient care to avoid repeats of the superbug 
outbreaks in west Kent, according to one of the 
country’s leading health campaigners. 

Baroness Audrey Emerton of Tunbridge Wells 
and Clerkenwell, was awarded a life peerage 
after a long and distinguished career in nursing. 

She visited Benenden Hospital, which is an 
independent hospital near Cranbrook, to mark 
National Nurses Day on Monday last week. 

The day is held is celebration of the birthday 
of Florence Nightingale. 

Baroness Emerton said: “She died 98 years 
ago and yet we still celebrate her birthday - the 
reason is her legacy. 

“It is because of her basic standards in nurs¬ 
ing, basic hygiene, nutrition and care. Florence 
Nightingale, of course, invented hygiene in the 
Crimean War. She set up the foundation of the 
nursing profession.” 

Hygiene, comfort and compassion for patients 
were the cornerstones of Nightingale’s Notes of 
Nursing and remain vital today, she said. 

KOS Media is currently running a campaign 
to promote good hygiene practices in hospital 
and healthcare centres across Kent. 

Baroness Emerton agreed hygiene was huge¬ 
ly important if infection rates of superbugs 
such as MRSA and Clostridium difficile were to 
be kept down. 

She spoke to nurses at Benenden about their 
work and congratulated the hospital on win¬ 
ning Top Independent Employer in the recent 
Nursing Times awards. 

The hospital has not had one case of MRSA or 
C diff since 2000, a hospital spokeswoman said. 

Asked what she thought the key to its suc¬ 
cess was, Baroness Emerton said: ‘Well, I sup¬ 
pose small is beautiful. The place is spotless 
and hand hygiene is available for everyone. 
What is interesting is their cleaners are their 
employees, not contracted. 

“The ward sisters can control their own 
environment.”

It must be summer - I'm 
behind a very slow tractor 


NOT only do they get to own huge 
slices of our green and (mostly) 
pleasant land, they think they own 
the damn roads too. 

Yep, our farming pals are at it again: sum¬ 
mer’s here and so it’s time for them to take a 
long, slow drive between their fields - just as 
we’re off to work, on the school run, or return¬ 
ing from work of course - holding me and 
everyone else up in a long tail behind them. 

We have British Summer Time purely to 
help you farmers get more daylight so you can 
count your EU handout cash. 

So do us all a favour and drive your tractors 
and combines when the sun comes up - about 
5am if you hadn’t noticed - so I can drive to 
work at 8am without getting stuck. 

All this happens on roads that I pay for. 

Yes, firstly the extortion that is my annual 
road tax (£165) and then the tax I’m paying on 
the fuel in my car. 

I pay £1.25 for a litre of diesel (more than 
five quid a gallon) while farmer bloody Giles 
on his huge fat-wheeled tractor potters along 


at 20 miles an hour on red diesel which he gets 
tax free. Terrific. 

The sight of a tractor crawling at between 10 
and 15 mph followed by a sweating row of 
seething car drivers is as much a feature of the 
English summer as the inevitable plucky Brit 
failing at Wimbledon. 

The winter months are mercifully free of 
people who seem to regard themselves as 
some sort of“tractorocracy”. 

Last week I turned onto a main Kent A road. 
But trundling past were six - yes six - tractors 
in a row. All proceeding at that painfully slow 
pace followed by at least 20 cars on one of the 
hottest days of the year. 

But did the tractors make any move to step 
aside. What do you think? 

They went along at a snail’s pace until they 
reached a field and then disappeared. 

For people who travel 500 yards out of 
towns, this is a summer menace which needs 
to be addressed and some forward thinking 
people in the Midlands did just that. 

They created the Considerate Farmers’ 
Voluntary Code for Highway Movements. 


It suggested that tractors should not be on 
the road from 7am to 9am and 4pm to 6.30pm. 

They should drive close to the nearside kerb 
to make overtaking easier, pull over at every 
available lay-by, avoid travelling in convoys 
and finally ensure they are not overloaded so 
they spill stuff onto the road. 

It had the full backing of the local councils 
and the police. 

There was even a “Well Driven” sign to be 
displayed on tractors adhering to these rules. 

Then there was a number to call so people 
could report farmer vehicles who were playing 
at being king of the road. 

And in the first few weeks guess how many 
farmers signed up? Three, yes three. 

So there you see the socially-aware attitude 
of the sons of the soil in the heart of England. 

But I bet it would be three more than would 
sign up in Kent.

Essex is still a musical legend

WHEN the young David 
Essex dreamed of being a 
footballer, a successful 
music career must have 
been the last thing on his 
mind. 

But Essex chose to abandon soccer 
for singing and went on to become an 
internationally acclaimed musician, 
as well as a heartthrob for ladies 
everywhere. Now a composer and 
star of both stage and screen, Essex, 
60, has a lot to look back on after 
almost four decades in the business. 

He grew up in east London with 
the surname Cook and joined West 
Ham United Juniors in the hope of 
becoming a footballer. 

But in the end he decided to go in a 
more artistic direction, and when he 
auditioned for the London production 
of the musical Godspell in 1971 at 
the age of 23, his life changed forever. 

Chosen for the role of Jesus, Essex 
shot to fame amid ecstatic reviews 
and received two major awards. This 
led to a lead role in the film That’ll Be 
The Day co-starring Ringo Starr, 
followed by the sequel Stardust with 
Larry Hagman and Adam Faith. 

Following the rise and fall of pop 
star Jim Maclaine, they are still 
regarded as two of the best films 
about the rock scene. 

Hysteria 

While filming, Essex wrote and 
recorded Rock On, which became a 
huge hit in both the UK and the US, 
securing his status as a global star. It 
was followed by Lamplight and the 
number one hits Hold Me Close and 
Gonna Make You A Star. 

His first UK tour caused chaos, 
generating scenes of fan hysteria on 
the level of Beatlemania. He was 
nominated for a Grammy for Rock 
On and attracted the compliments of 
no less a person than John Lennon. 

Despite his popularity in the 
States, Essex turned down several 
lucrative deals in order to return 
home and produce several successful 
albums. He demonstrated his skills 
as a theatrical performer when 
offered the part of Che in Tim Rice 
and Andrew Lloyd Webber’s Evita, 
but he was also encouraged to do 


more straight acting by Richard 
Burton. 

He starred in and wrote the score 
for his motorbike racing film Silver 
Dream Racer, which generated 
another chart hit with Silver Dream 
Machine. Television viewers were 
kept happy with the 1989 series The 
River, in which he played a charming 
lock keeper. As well as popular music, 
Essex worked on a ballet score for 
the Russian All Stars Company in 
the mid-90s, while keeping true to 
his Romany roots by becoming 
patron of the Gypsy Council. 


In 1999 he was awarded an OBE 
for his services to charity The 21st 
century has seen more recording and 
roles in musicals, most recently play¬ 
ing George in Aspects of Love, which 
visited Kent earlier this year.

Chatham Maritime 

THE Little Ships of Dunkirk will be arriving 
at Chatham as part of a commemorative 
cruise this weekend. 

Marking the 68th anniversary of the dra¬ 
matic evacuation mission, the cruise has 
been organised by the Association of Dunkirk 
Little Ships and will be a poignant reminder 
of that famous display of bravery in 1940.

HE RECEIVED critical acclaim for 
his sensitive portrayal of Chris 
McCandless in last year’s Sean 
Penn-directed film, Into the Wild. 

So it was assumed that up-and-coming actor 
Emile Hirsch would go straight to another 
small, character-led film, building up his fledg¬ 
ling career slowly but surely. 

But the 22-year-old wasn’t having a bit of it. 
He hopped from the snowy climes of Alaska to 
the futuristic, colourful and slightly warped 
world of Matrix directors Larry and Andy 
Wachowski’s Speed Racer. 

“It was like being in a sauna for a year and 
then someone running in and throwing you 
into an ice bath,” says Emile, who plays the 
lead role in the movie adaptation of the origi¬ 
nal Japanese cartoon. 

Emile plays car-crazy kid Speed in a futuris¬ 
tic world of corporate greed, race-fixing and 
dirty tactics. 

To create the larger-than-life setting, he and 
fellow cast members Christina Ricci (Trixie), 
Susan Sarandon (Mom), John Goodman 
(Pops) and Matthew Fox (Racer X) spent much 
of the time filming in Berlin against a green 
screen, before the Wachowskis added their 
special brand of post-production computer 
wizardry. 

“It was a shock. We were outdoors every day 
on Into The Wild, climbing mountains and 
crossing rivers, so to jump onto the green 
screen was tough,” says Emile. 

“It is harder because you’ve got to be on your 
game and it’s easy to slip up, so you’ve always 
got to be focused. The real environment is 
always easier on the actor, because it’s more 
natural to react to.” 

Speed Racer is a character who has plenty of 
focus. The film begins with Speed and his fam¬ 
ily trying to deal with the death of his adored 
brother Rex Racer, before Speed grows up to 
become a star racer himself.

After turning down a lucrative offer and 
untold riches to race for corrupt corporate 
giant Royalton Industries, he and his family 
go it alone with his dad’s racing cars, leaving 
Speed aiming to compete in the ultimate race: 
the Grand Prix. 

But although mind-blowing effects certainly 
create an edge-of-your-seat experience, does 
the growing reliance on computer wizardry in 
films like Speed Racer detract from plot and 
character? Emile thinks not. 

“The Wachowskis made this about the fami¬ 
ly,” he says. “Speed is fighting against the 
greed of the corporate world and trying to find 
the meaning of life and all that.” 

He hopes that Speed Racer will eventually 
become a trilogy, emulating The Matrix, one of 
his favourite films. 

Clearly, before any more films are made, 
Speed Racer has to hit the spot at the box 
office. And with big competition this summer 
from the likes of Indiana Jones, Batman, Iron 
Man and the Incredible Hulk, it’s not going to 
be an easy task. 

“The thing that’s really going to separate

Speed Racer from some of those big summer 
movies, is the fact that this is a family film,” 
Emile says. 

“Some of those other movies are a little bit 
more adult and dark, which is cool, but Speed 
Racer is really a movie made for the whole 
family, that kids are going to love but adults 
are going to love too. 

“And it’s one of those movies where you 
almost want to stand up and cheer at points.”

ON the elegant Seabourn 
Spirit, we sailed the seas 
for 17 magical days from 
Alexandria to Dubai - and 
found out exactly why this 
ship is rated among the 
top six cruising experi¬ 
ences in the world. 

Even professionals, captains of 
industry and international busi¬ 
nessmen slow down eventually to 
enjoy the fruits of successful 
careers. On the three Seabourn 
ships - three more join its tiny fleet 
in 2009-11 - they readily pay £300 
per person per day, often more, for 
something pretty special. 

Weighing barely 10,000 tonnes, 
the Spirit feels more like a mega¬ 
yacht carrying an exclusive party 
than a superliner. 

Carrying just over 200 passen¬ 
gers, Seabourn ships have cornered 
a niche cruise market dedicated to 
pure, unadulterated luxury and 
unbeatable service standards.

The greener way 
to a warm feeling 

THOSE looking to buy property with 
good energy-saving efficiency should cast 
an eye over the heating and plumbing 
system. 

This could be as important as eco- 
friendly lightbulbs when it comes to pro¬ 
tecting the environment. 

Danny Davis, a senior technical engi¬ 
neer for the Institute of Plumbing and 
Heating Engineering, said condensing 
technologies, which generate more heat 
for less energy, should appeal to green- 
minded consumers.

FROM humble begin¬ 
nings, the garden shed 
has become a must-have 
accessory for the post¬ 
credit crunch property 
holder. 

Traditionally a ramshackle 
affair which men used as a 
retreat and a place to pursue hob¬ 
bies, the shed can now be any¬ 
thing from an outsourced office to 
a cocktail bar or a gymnasium. 

And at a time when extending 
your home is a risk because of the 
sell-on value, a shed is far less

expensive - and a buyer can turn 
it into their own particular 
favourite place at the bottom of 
the garden. 

Estate agents claim houses 
with sheds are getting more inter¬ 
est from prospective buyers - 
especially when the building is 
linked to mains electricity and 
can be used as a handy place to 
install a computer. 

One analyst said: “The shed has 
always been regarded as a refuge 


for the man of the house and to 
some extent that is true. 

“But the old image of a place full 
of old garden equipment is not the 
case now. 

“I have seen sheds with espres¬ 
so machines in them, even 
flatscreen TVs with DVD players. 

“At a time when space in the 
home is important and value for 
money is everything when it 
comes to a sale, a place which is 
far cheaper in cost than an addi¬ 
tional room is very attractive. 

“While a purpose-built gym 
might sell a house to a keep fit 
fanatic, a gym in a shed which can 


be turned into a cocktail bar or a 
laundry room or freezer store is 
attractive to all.” 

And for those working “out of 
the shed” it has a good pedigree. 

Dylan Thomas wrote in a shed, 
while George Bernard Shaw 
worked on plays in a shed which 
could be rotated during the day to 
follow the course of the sun. 

Police have also noticed the 
greater use of sheds - through an 
increase in burglaries. 

Officers and insurance compa¬ 
nies say sheds should be secured 
and fitted with an alarm if they 
contain anything of value.

alloy detail, although the centre display sur¬ 
round can reflect and distract from the view 
through the windscreen. 

For a car competing with MPVs, interior 
stowage is also poor with small door pockets 
and a tiny glovebox - there is little room to 
stash CDs. 

However, the boot is large for this class of car 
with a low loading threshold, while head and 
legroom for rear passengers is excellent - the 
cabin remains airy even with the electrically- 
powered roof blind in place. 

You also quickly forget any minor grumbles 
when driving the 207SW: it has a lovely engine 
and gearbox and the car carries over the 
driver enjoyment of the main 207 hatchback 
range. 

Grip is tenacious and the car keeps it poise 
on comers where a conventional high-set MPV 
would heel as if under sail.

KENT Spitfires moved a step closer 
to the quarter-finals of the Friends 
Provident Trophy after a nail-biting 
17-run victory over the Surrey 
Brown Caps.

A flat wicket and benign conditions made the 
game a batsman’s paradise in which bowlers 
had to work hard for their wickets. 

Surrey won the toss and opted to field, but 
could not find a breakthrough under the early 
cloud cover. Openers Rob Key and Joe Denly 
batted well before the former flicked Chris 
Jordan’s first delivery to Mark Ramprakash 
midway to the boundary. 

Denly looked set for a half century but lost his 
middle stump to Jordan on 46. 

The bowler took his third wicket when South 
African Justin Kemp went for six to leave Kent 
on 121-3. 

The all-rounder’s departure brought van 
Jaarsveld and Stevens together and the pair 
worked well to keep the score ticking over. 

With the overs running out and seven wick¬ 
ets still in hand, Stevens took the initiative to 
accelerate the scoring. 

Ably supported by van Jaarsveld, he put on 
147 from the last 12 overs. Stevens’ century 
came from just 67 balls and van Jaarsveld 
scored his runs from 108 balls. 

Stevens finished unbeaten on 119, while van 
Jaarsveld hit 113. 

The Brown Caps needed almost seven runs 
an over in their reply, but Butcher kept the 
scoring rate going with some fluent strokes. 

Boosted by an attacking Usman Afzaal, 


Surrey needed 48 off the last seven overs to 
win, with seven wickets remaining. 

But as the game appeared to be slipping away 
from the Spitfires, all-rounder Ryan McLaren 
removed Butcher.

Chats rue loss of 
Kent derby days 

CHATHAM Town will return to the Ryman 
Division One North next season after the 
divisions were restructured by the FA. 

Following the end of season promotion 
and relegation shake-up, the Ryman South 
was larger than the 22 teams permitted. 

As a result two teams - Chatham and 
newly-promoted Kent champions 
Thamesmead Town - have been moved into 
the Ryman North. 

The clubs were selected for geographical 
reasons. It is a familiar situation for the 
Chats, who were playing in the north divi¬ 
sion two seasons ago. 

The biggest loss for fans is the absence of 
league derby matches against Kent clubs 
Sittingbourne, Ashford and Whitstable. 

Chats’ nearest league games next season 
are against Thamesmead Town, East 
Thurrock United and Tilbury. 

Average attendances in the Ryman North 
were 41 lower per game than in the Ryman 
South last season, so the move could have 
an impact on gates at Maidstone Road. 

Despite this, Chats chairman Jeff Talbot 
is not concerned about the move. 

He said: “The downside is we miss the 
relationship with the other Kent clubs, but 
on the other hand there are clubs we 
haven’t played so there’s an opportunity to 
build new relationships. 

“If we were to have a good run in one of 
the cup competitions and drew a big club, 
then that one game could dwarf our gate 
receipts for the rest of the season.” 

Manager Steve Binks admitted he would 
miss the derby matches against other Kent 
sides. He said: “We will be meeting sides we 
have not played against before so I am look¬ 
ing forward to that. But it’s disappointing to 
lose the derby games, especially 
Sittingbourne, our main local rivals.”
